As  this  Mission  is  intended  for  the  same 
great  quarter  uf  the  glebe,  in  which  the  two 
Already  i;ep(»rted  are  established,  it  seemed 
proper  to  introduce  it  in  immediate  connex- 
idq  with  them;  though  in  chronological  or¬ 
der,  this  is  not  its  place. 

If  the  countries  of  Southern  Asia  are 
Jiigldy  interesting  to  Christian  benevolence, 
and  have  strong  claims  upon  Christian  com- 
iniseration,  on  acccrunt  ot  the  hundreds  of 
millions  of  human  beings  immersed  iq  the 
deepest  corruption  and  wretchedness  i  the 
countries  of  Western  Asia,  though  less 
populous,  are  in  other  respects  not  less  in¬ 
teresting;  nor  do  they  present  less  power¬ 
ful  clairrfs.  These  were  the  scences  of 
ihosc-great  transactions  and  events  which 
involved  the  destinies  of  mankind  of  all 
ages  and  all  nations,  for  time  and  eternity ; 
tn^e  creation  of  the  progenitors  of  ouf  race 
■^the  beginnings  of  the  sciences  and  arts, 
And  of  civiliteu  and  political  institutions 
-r-the  fatal  transgression  which  "brouglit 
^eath  into  the  world  and  all  our  woe” — the 
Successive  revelations  of  ileaven,  with  all 
their  attestations,  their  light  lind  their  bles- 
9in«^g--lthe  incarnation^  labors  and  agonies 
of  the  Son  of  God,  for  the  recovery  of 
that  which  was  lost — and  the  firet  exhibi¬ 
tion  of  that  mighty  and  gracious  power, 
which  is  to  bow  the  world  to  his  sceptre; 
and  fill  the  mansions  of  immortality  with 
fiis  people*  They  have  since  been  the 
Rcenes  of  direful  changes;  and  the  monu¬ 
ments  of  all  their  g  ory  have  been  buried  in 
dismal  ruins.  But  the  word  of  Jehovah  a- 
bideth  for  ever:  and  that  word  gives  prom¬ 
ise  of  other  changes  there ;  changes  to  be 
follow*e<l  by  a  radiance  oT  glory,  which  sluill 
(jiilighten  all  lands. 

In  Palestine,  Syria,  the  Provinces  of  A- 
sia  Minor.  Armenia,  Georgia  and  Persia, 
through  Moliammedan  countries,  there  are 
niaiiy  thousands  of  Jews  and  many  thou-, 
mnds  of  Christians,  at  least  in  name.*  But 
the  whole  mingled  population  is  in  a  state 
of  deplorable  ignorance  and  degradation/— 


destitute  of  the  means  of  divine  knowl¬ 
edge,  and  bewildered  with  vain  imagina¬ 
tions  and  strong  delusions. 

,  It  is  to  be  hoped  however,  that  among 
the  Christians  tliere,  of  various  denomina¬ 
tions,  ^me  might  be  found,  who  are  alivo 
in  Christ  Jesus  j  and  who,  were  proper 
means  employed  for  their  excitement,  itn- 
prbvement  and  help,  might  be  rnuseil  fn\ni 
their  sjumbers,  become  active  In  doing goud^ 
and  shine  as  liglits  in  those  dark  regions  — . 
It  is  indeed  to  be  hoped)  tiLit  no  small  part 
of  those,  who  bear  tliq  Christian  name, 
would  willingly  and  glatlly  receive  tlie  Bi¬ 
ble  into  their  houses,  and  do  something  to¬ 
wards  imparting  the  heavenly  treasure,  as 
opjiortunities  should  He  afiiirdeil  to  the  Jews, 
Mahomed ans  and  Pagans;  and,  dispersed 
as  they  are,  amon^  the  different  nations; 
they  might  do  much ;  at  leiist  affird 
many  and  important  facilities  and  advanta¬ 
ges  for  carrying  into  effect  the  expanding 
desires  of  benevolence, 
j  To  the  Jews,  we  and  all  Christians  ard 
indebted;  under  Divine  Providence,-  for  thq 
Oracles  of  God,  and  all  the  blessings  by 
which  we  are  distinguished  fruiii  heather! 
nations.  Long  have  they  been  an  awful 
monument  to  the  world  of  the  sovereignty 
of  Gcd,  under  the  tremendous  curse  so  ter¬ 
ribly  imprecated,  when  the  blood  of  th^ 
Lord  of  life  and  glory  was  demanded;  But 
their  dirclection  is  not  to  be  perpetual.— 
They  are  beloved  for  the  fathers^  sakes  f 
and  there  shall  come  a  Deliverer  out  of  Zi¬ 
on,  and  shall  turn  away  ungodliness  froni 
Jacob.  \ 

It  is  not  to  be  forgotten,'  however,  tliat  ii 
is  through  our  mercy, — by  means  -of  the 
lienevolent  prayers  and  sacrifices  and  la- 
Ijors  of  Christians  for  their  restoration,—; 
that  they  are  to  obtain  mercy,  An<l  ti;e 
time  seems  to  have  arrived  for  this  mercy 
to  be  displayed,  and  for  these  means  to  be 
employeii.in  a  manner  and  witlian  earnest-I 
ness,  suitable  to  the  momentous  object.*

In  a  tour 
made  bv  Mr.  Hoyt  in  December, he  preach¬ 
ed  at  the  house  of  Catlierine  Brown’s  fa¬ 
ther,  and  an  a^ed  Clrti>okee  woman  present 
was  much  afteited.  dn  l!av,  this  woman 
came  from  a  distance  cd'  .120  miles,  to 
hear,  as  she  expressed  it,  more  aimut  the 
Saviour.”  It  appears,  say  the  brethren, 
that  soon  after  her  Hrst  impression,  she  sent 
for  Catharine,  (who  was  then  at  home,)  to 
read  and  explain  the  bible  to  her,  and  to 
pray  with  her;  and  before  Catherine  came 
♦away,  she  tohl  her  she  intended  to  come 
hither  for  further  instruction,  as  soon  as  she 

could.”  ^  .  . 

Besides  tlie  exercises  at  the  mission 
liouse,  the  missionaries,  and  particularly 
Mr.  Butrick  and  Mr.  Chamberlain,  have 
•made  frequent  and  distant  excursions  to 
ililtbrent  pints  of  tlic  nation,  for  tlie  pur¬ 
pose  of  visiting  and  conversing  with  the 
people  in  their  families,  and  pleaching  as 
they  slmuld  find  op|)ortunity.  They  ap¬ 
pear  to  have  been  always,  and  in  all  pl.ices 
kimilv  and  gratefully  leceiveil  ;  and  inma- 
•ny  in.stanccs  liave  been  urgently  inti  ealed 
.tt»  repeat  their  visits. 
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In  several  places,  also,  a  strong  desip©^ 
has  been  expressed  to  have  stated  preach¬ 
ing,  and  the  missionaries  constantly  with 
them.  In  compliance  with  this  desire,  in 
the  neighborhood  of  ^1r.  Hicks,  about  20 
miles  from  Hrainerd,  regular  appointments 
have  been,  for  most  of  the  year,  made  and 
fulfilled,  as  often  as  once  in  a  fortnight  op 
three  weeks.  The  nu»p,ber  of  hearers  has 
been  verv  considerable ;  and  their  atten¬ 
tion  l.ighly  encouraging.  And  in  other 
places,  where  appointments  for  preaching 
liave  lieen  made,  ap|waraiices  have  beea 
pleasing  and  hopeful.

.^l.ould  any  be  disposed  to  ask,  wha^  tieed 
oT  further  exertions  in  tfus  cause?  j.’li©' 
answer  is,  that  after  all  which  has  been  ac- 
complislieil.  the  demand  for  ministers  still 
increases.  The  necessity  of  great  and  con¬ 
stant  exertion  iloes  not  depend  on  any 
doubtful  principle,  nor  on  the  exa< mess  of 
any  particular  calculation.  It  will  be  seru 
by  every  serious  mar,  who  gives  any  suita¬ 
ble  attention  to  the  subject,  tliat  in  the  most 
favored  pari s  of  the  country,  many  flocks 
are  left  without  a  shepherd  ;  that  our  new¬ 
ly  settled  regions,  which  are  of  great  ex¬ 
tent,  and  over  which  a  vast  and  growing 
population  is  rising  up,  are  destitute  of 
minife'ters  to  an  alarming  and  distressing 
degree  ;  and  that  not  far  from  eight  thou¬ 
sand  coinjietent  ministers  are  needed,  in 
addition  to  all  now  laboring  in  the  country. 
It  tliis  rs  a  fact,  the  necessity  is  great  ami 
urgent.  It  is  one  which  -spc'aks  to  the 
heart  of  every  man  and  woman,  especially 
of  every  (’hrlstian.  It  calls  loudly  u|khi 
all,  to  do  what  in  them  lies' towards  supply¬ 
ing  this  alarming  deficiency. 

^  In  their  exertions  ’to  "effect  tliis,  they 
siiouid  searrli  out  every  yorin^  man  in  our 
country,  to  whom  Gml  has  given  promising 
talents  and  a  pious  dispoeitiun,  tkby  friend¬ 
ly  counsel,  anil,  where  it  is  necessary,  by 
charitable  aid,  encourage  him  to  qualify 
himseif  for  the  work  of  the  ministry.  wVbfc 
one  should  be  leyt.  AV  bile  great  eare  is  ta¬ 
ken  to  guard  .against  imposition,  and  to 
withhold  patronage  from  tnoio  who  do  not 
deserve  it;  still  greater  care  sf  ould  be  takea 
that  no  young  man,  in  any  part  of  onr  coun¬ 
try,  vvh  *  possesses  suitable  qualijicatinn-, 
should  he  overlooked,  and  waste  his  talents 
in  ubjcurity,  fur  the  want  i^f  patronage  —

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and  as  real  worth  of  character  is  modest 
and  iihobirusive,  pains  must  be  taken  to 
iearch  it  out,  and  bring  it  forward  into  pub¬ 
lic  view.  Christian  parents  should  be 
i\  atchfully  attentive  to  this  duty,  and  shkOuUl 
Consider,  (low  great  a  happiness  it  must  be 
to  them,  to  be  instrumental,  by  dieir  pious 
labors  and  sacritices,  in  prcnaring  one  or 
morp  of  their  sons  for  the  holy  ministry. 
Christian  ministers  should  be  watchfully 
attentive  to  this  duty  ;  remembtiring,  that 
the  usefulness  of  their  whole  life  may  be 
doubled,  by  every  successful  effort  to  help 
forwanl  a  promising  youth  in  his  prepara¬ 
tions  for  the  sacred  o(lice.  Every  intelli¬ 
gent  Christian,  every  friend  of  man,  should 
be  watchfully  attentive  to  his  duty ;  consid¬ 
ering  how  nreat  a  comfort  it  must  lie  to  him 
living  and  dying,  to  look  upon  one  faithful 
minister  or  missionary;  if  no  more,  who 
was  draw  n  forth  from  obscurity,  and  pre¬ 
pared  for  a  wan  k  of  distingnished  useful¬ 
ness  in  the  kinjwloin  of  Christ,  by  his  friend- 
'  ly  counsels  and  his  charities.  •  '  *  '  ' 

To  stimulate  the  friends  of  religion  to 
these  eftbrlK,  the  Directors  would  earnestly,

serves  any  punishment. 

My'  minister  teaches,  that  man’s  salvij 
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every  step  of  it,  is  of  "race  alone ; 
that  it  was  not  only  grace  in  Goil  to  gi?e 
his  son  to  die  to  make  atonement,  but  tliat 
it  is  also  grace  to  send  bis  spirit  to  change 
the  heart,  and  cause  us  to  believe ;  that  it 
is  grace  to  pardon  our  sins,  when  we  do 
believe,  grace  to  contmue  the  influence  of 
the  spirit  to  fit  us  for  heavea,  and  grace  to 
receive  us  tliere  when  he  has  fitted  us :  that 
the  atonement  did  not  consist  in  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  a  debt,  nor  in  any  other  suc^  satis¬ 
faction  to  justice  as  takes  away  our  ill  de¬ 
sert,  or  gives  us  any  claim  to  the  least  fa¬ 
vor  :  that  when  believers  are  formven,  their 
forgiveness  exempts  them  from  the  punish- 
‘  ment  they  deserve,  but  does  not  take*away 
or  diminish  their  desert  of  punishment  fur 
the  sins  they  have  committed. 

Your  minister  teaches,  that  Christ  died 
for  the  elect  only ;  that  he  did  not  atone  for 
the  sins  of  any  other ;  and  that  to  represent 
^hrist  as  dying  for  any  other  than  the 
elect  is  a  dangerous  and  pernicious  error, 
deserving  of  excommunication.  He  teach  - 1 
es,  that  no  provision  wl’.atuvea*  is  made  for 
the  salvation  of  the  non -elect,  any  more 
than  for  that  of  the  devils ;  and  yet,  that 
the  ministers  of  the  gospel  are,  in  uie  name 
of  God,  to  offer  salvation  to  them  in  the 
most  solemn  manner,  and  command  them 
to  accept  it  under  pain  of  eternal  damna¬ 
tion,  when,  at  the  same  time,  they  liave  no 
more  power  to  accept  it,  than  they  have  to 
(^reate  a  world, and  if  they  should  accept  it, 
^ere  is  none  for  them. 

My  minister  teaches,  that  Christ  died 
for  all  men :  and  that  when  the  scripture 
^ys,  he  tasted  death  for  every  man,  and  is 
the  propitiation  for  the  sins  of  the  whole 
world,  it  is  to  be  understood  to  mean  as  it 
says.  He  teaches,  that  tlie  atonement  is 
as  sufficient  for  the  salvation  of  ten  thou- 
i^an«i  worlds,  as  it  is  for  the  salvation  of  a 
mngle  sinner ;  arid  that  salvation  is  offered 
on  the  part  of  God,  as  sincerely,  and  as 
freely,  to  the  non-eiext,  as  to  the  elect. — 
He  leaches,  that  the  non-elect  are  under 
no  inability  to  accept  salvation  but  what 
consists  in  their  free,  and  voluntary  rejec¬ 
tion  of  it ;  and  that  for  this  free  and  volun¬ 
tary  rejection  of  it,  tliey  are  justly  to 
blame,  and  will  be  punished  forever- 
4.  Justification  by  Faith. 

Your  minister  teaches,  that  the  elect  are 
justified/rom  eternity  ;  SLmhdiS  no  other  ever 
can  be  justiHed,because  no  other  evercan  be¬ 
lieve;  and  if  they  siiould  believe,  they  could 
mot  be  saved,  he  teaches,  as  a  natural  con¬ 
sequence,  that  menj  in  this  worhl  are  nut 
ia  a  state  of  probation,  that,  w'batcvcr  may 


be  the  purposes  for  which  God  has  placed 
them  in  this  world,  it  is  not  to  pass  through 
a  probation  for  eternity,  by  which  their 
characters  are  to  be  formed  and  their  state 
fixed. 

My  minister  teaches,  that  this  world  it 
a  state  of  probation  ;  that  men  are  placed 
here  to  form  their  characters  for  eternity  ; 
that  all  alike,  under  the  preaching  of  the 
gospel,  enjoy  the  ofihrs  of  salvation,  and 
that  whosoever  ivill  may  take  the  waters 
of  life  freely.  He  leaches,  that  the  elect 
are  not  justified  till  they  believe  in  Christ, 
althGU^Ii  it  was,  from  eternity,  decreed  that 
they  ^iQuld,  in  time,  be  made  to  believe, 
and  be  justified. 

'  Your  minister  teaches,  that  in  justifica¬ 
tion,  the  sins  of  the  believer  are  imputed 
or  transferred  to  Christ,  so  as  to  b«*come 
his  sins,  and  the  righteousness  of  Christ  is^ 
imputed  or  transferred  to  tlie  believer,  s(|B 
ai  to  become  his  righteousness ;  so  tha^^ 
by  this  interchange  oi  character,  Christ  be¬ 
came  justly  liable  to  punishment,  and  the 
believer  obtains  a  just  and  legal  claim  ta 
the  glories  of  heaven.  And  in  support  of 
these  notions  he  urges,  that  the  scriptures 
often  speak  oFimputation,  and  teach  the. 
doctrine  of  imputatvm. 

My  minister  teaches,  that  no  such  In-, 
terchange  of  character,  or  transfer  of  sin 
and  holiness,  from  one  person  to  another, 
is  consistent  with  the  scriptures,  or  possi¬ 
ble  in  the  nature  of  things;  that  when 
Christ  sufliered,  he  did  not  suffer  a  punish-, 
ment  which  he  deserved,  but  suffered  what 
he  did  not  deserve,  the  just  for  the  unjust;, 
and  that  when  the  believer  is  justihtd/he 
is  exempted  from  the  punishment  lie  does 
deserve,  and  obtains  a  title  to  heaven, 
which  is  not  of  the  nature  of  a  right,  which' 
he  may  demand,  but  an  absuiute  favor,^ 
which  IS  given  wholly  as  a  matterof  grace. ' 
He  teaches,. that  when  a  man  bt  lieves,  hia. 
faith  is  imputed  to  him  for  rightcou.sness, 
or  counted  or  reckoned,  to  him  for  right¬ 
eousness,  (for  they  all  signify  the  same 
thing;)  and  that  when  the  scriptures  speak 
of  imputation,  they  always  use  the  word  in 
this  sense, and  never  in  tlie  sense  of  a  transfer. 

Your  minister  teaches,  that  in  justifying 
faith  a  man  believes  that  Christ  diecl  for 
him  in  particular ;  that  Christ  is  his,  that 
heaven  is  his,  that  pardon  and  salvation  are 
bis.  And  he  teaches  that  men  must,  by  the 
assistance  ol  the  spirit  of  God,  work  tliem- 
s^lves  up  into  this  belief,  without  any  evi- 
ileiice  for  it,  from  scriplure,  sense,  or  rea** 
sun.  He  teaches,  tiiat  tliis  faith  is  before 
^^repentance^  and  is  the  cause  ut  as  whem. 
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a  ma!il)ecom€S  persuaded  that,  God  is  his 
IViend,  and  intends  to  make  him  happy,  he 
begins  to  love  him,  and  to  l>e  very  ‘sorry 
tlmt  lie  has  done  any  thing  to  displease 
bini. 

My  minister  teaches, that  justifying  faith 
is  a  cordial  reception  of  the  truths  of  the  _ 
cospel ;  that  its  csaence  h  love  to  Christ,  i 
lie  teaches,  that  a  belief  that  Christ  and  ; 
bis  benefits  arc  ours,  forms/io  part  o**  justi-  j 
i*ying  fuitli ;  because  it  is  justification  i 
avliicii  makes  them  ours,  and  v/e  cannot, ! 
avith  propriety,  believe  they  are  ours,  before 
they  arc  ours.  He  teaches,  that  true  re¬ 
pentance  does  not  flow  hoin  a  belief  that 
God  is  our  friend,  but  from  a  just  sense  of 
<he  evil  of  sin,  considered  in  its  own  ma- 
turc  ;  ant!  fJiat  it  often  exists  in  persons, 
svho  have,  hs  yet,  no  expectation  that  G(hI 
intends  to  s;ive  them,  lie  also  teaches, 
tli.it  men  often  embrace  the  btdief  that 
.Chnstdl<*f!  for  them  in  particular,  and  that 
punhm  and  hea%en  are  theirs,  without  any 
tbiuidatien,  and  they  are  still  in  the 

7j;aU  ofbltterii^^ss  anfi  Uond  of  inlrjuitv,  and 
ijtncy  they  are  safe,  v/idie  they  arc  in  tlie 
diiuh  road  to  p‘‘n!ition  ;  and  that  tlie  notion 
that  sticii  a  b»  lief  is  true  faith,  is  a  dan^er- 
'ous  and  fatal  error,  and  caicuiatctl  to  de- 
^.fivc  and  ruin  souls.

.precepts,  admire  the  beauty,  revere  the 
imysteiies,  and,  as  far  as  in  me  lies,  prac¬ 
tise  the  mandates  of  this  sacred  volume  ; 
:nnd  should  the  riilicule  of  earth  and  the 
of  hell  assail  me,  1  shall  con- 
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-sole  myself  by  the  contemplation  of  those 
diiessed  spirits  w!io,  in  the  same  holy  cause

4in  i  my  darkness  be  not  illumed,  at  leas! 
anr  prefensionless  submission  may  becxcu 
di‘  .1  err  with  the  luiuiiiuties  I  have 


chosen  for  my  guides,  T  confess  myself 
tivafed  by  the  loveliness  of  their  obser%’a- 
tions. — If  I  err,  it  is  in  a  heavenly  resion— 
If  I  wander,  it  is  in  fielrls  of  lii^t ;  and  ra¬ 
ther  than  sink  with  infidelity  into  dust,  I 
am  content  to  cheat  myself  with  their  vision 
of  eterity,  I  err  wiib  tnen  who  have  drunk 
deep  at  the  fountain  of  human  knowledge, 
but  who  dissolved  not  the  pearl  of  t.-elr  sal¬ 
vation  in  the  draught:  i  err  with  Bacon, 
the  great  confident  of  Nature,  fraught  with 
all  the  learning  of  the  past,  and  almost  pre¬ 
scient  of  the  future,  yet  too  wise  not  to 
know  his  weakness,  and  too  philosophic  rot 
to  feel  his  ignorance  ;  I  err  with  Milton, 
rising  to  heaven  on  an  .angel's  winj^and, 
like  the  bird  of  mom,  souring  out  of  sight 
amid  tlie  music  of  his  grateftil  piety  ;  I  eiT 
w'ith  Locke,  whose  pur©  philosiiphy  only 
taught  him  to  adore  its  source,  and  wiiuse 
love  ot  liberty  never  degenerated  into  re¬ 
bellion  against  its  author;  I  err  witii  New¬ 
ton,  whose  star-like  spirit  shot  athwart  tiie. 
d  ark n»\ss  of  the  .sphere  ;  I  err  witli  Ki-.uik- 
lin,  the  patriot  of  the  world,  the  philusopner 
of  liberty,  who>e  electric  toucii  ihiiiled 
through  the  he:nisphere.  1  will  not  re¬ 
nounce  even  the  errors  of  such  j«ieii  fur  tiie 
druken  death-l)*  d  ot'a  I’aine,  or  the  deliri¬ 
ous  war-hcKip  id'  the  sinking  fiend,  who 
would  exalt  his  altar  on  the  ruins  of  !MM!ie- 
ty.  It  is  difficult  to  say,  wiiether  their  te- 
•nets  are  more  Imlicrou?'  or  dcte.‘'tabie.— — 
They  will  not  obey  the  king,  the  prince,  the 
parliament,  or  tlie  constitution ;  but  they 
will  m1h»v  anarchy  They  will  not  believe 
in  Mo-es,  or  in  Christ ;  hut  tliej  believe 
Tom  !*aine.  AVith  no  goverp.m<‘iit  but  con- 
fjjsion — no  creed  but  scepticism — I  really 
believe  they  would  abjure  the  one  it  it  be¬ 
came  legitimate,  and  rebel  against  the  other 
if  it  were  established.  A  lover  ol  iny  coun¬ 
try,  I  draw  a  line  between  |>atriotism  and 
rebellion.  A  fi  iend  to  liberty  of  conscience, 
I  will  not  coiifouml  toleration  with  infidel¬ 
ity.  Witli  all  its  mysteries,  I  will  die  in 
the  doctrines  of  the  Christian  faith  ;  and 
with  all  its  errors,  I  am  contented  to  live 
under  (he  glorious  safe- guard  of  the  British 
constitution.”

The  African  Kxpedition, consisting  of  the 
United  States’ ship  Cynne.  and  the  ship  E- 
lizuheth^  sailed  from  N.  York,  the  fitli  inst. 

The  Klizabeth,  charter¬ 
ed  !>y  government,  proceeds  to  the  ^ve^tera 
coast  of  Africa,  for  the  purpose  of  carrymg 
into  efiect  the  act  of  1819,  a^'ieeabie  to  the 
views  of  the  Prebident^  us  oxpiuibscd  in  his 
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Itciter  from  the  Rev*  Solomon 

'Okie  Mewase  on  that  subject.  She  carne= 
out  t’-c  United  St  tfes’  ajrents  and  artisan®, 
mechanics  and  laborers,  for  the  purpose  of 
ne^ociatinff  wltli  the  local  authorities  of  the 
country,  for  per»u  sfiinn  to  land  an<l  provide 
for  recaptured  nr  liberated  ,>ifricov<i  ;  arul 
to  build  house**  rjiul  i  ultivate  lanfl  for  their 
nsc.  About  ^(/adidts,  people  of  colour,  5:0 
out  as  ir.e^hanirs  and  lalwrers,  providr<l 
with  utensils  t«M)ls,  i-npleuients,  ami  stores. 
I'tiose  who‘*e  services  are  valuable  on  ac¬ 
count  of  their  trades,  and  who  could  not  be 
prevaile<l  on  otherwise  to  jro,  are  p*»rnutted 
to  t»te  their  families  witK  them.  This  ex¬ 
pedition,  we  are  informerl,  has  no  director 
necessary  connexion  with  colonization.-— 
The  Colonization  Socit  ty,  it  is  understood, 
will  soon  send  a  vessel  out  from  the  south 
with  colonists.  The  United  States  takes 
no  part  in  the  aHair  of  colonization. — But 
H  its  operations  for  liberated  Africans  are 
can'iea  on  in  the  same  place  where  the  Co¬ 
lonization  Society  conducts  its  colony,  a 
mutual  helj)  will  necessarily  be  felt  by  each 
other’s  efforts. — These  two  communities 
ou»hr  not  to  be  connected  in  the  public 
mind,  as  they  are  not  in  fact ;  yet  they 
may  be  viewed  as  two  individuals  carryinir 
on,  each  its  benevolent  purpose,  upon  the 
same  theatre  of  action. 

The  Cyane  proceeds  on  a  cruize  on  the 
western  coast  of  Africa,  against  the  slave 
traders.

\Vith  a  high  sense  of  the  goodness  and 
fttrey  of  Jehovab>  the  Synod  remarks,  that 


the  cause  of  vital  godliness  has  evidently 
made  advances  among  t’ieir  churches  during 
the  past  year.  To  most  of  those  accessions 
have  been  made  of  such  as  they  hope  will 
be  Mved  in  the  day  of  the  Lord.  With  pe¬ 
culiar  satisfaction  they  record  the  manifes¬ 
tation  of  the  saving  power  ol  God  to  a  very

ess  degree,  the  East  Church  m  Aurora^’ 
and  tlie  town  of  Gerry,  in  the  Presbytery 
of  Niagara  ^  Ponfield,  Ogden,  West  Riga,’ 
and  Bergen,  in  the  Presbytery  of  Roches¬ 
ter  ;  Geneva,  which  the  Great  Head  of  the 
church  has  largely  blessed  by  the  eifusiom 
of  his  spirit,  and  the  fruits  thence  result¬ 
ing  ;  and  also  Junius’  first  church'  and 
Cayuga,  in  the  Presbytery  of  Geneva; 
Prattsburgh;  in  the  Presbytery,  of  Bath  i 
Candor,  Ludlowville,  Skaneatcles,  and 
particularly  Auburn,  in  the  Presbytery  of 
Cayu^ ;  and  l^ysancler,  Homer  and  Smith-] 
field,  in  the  Presbytery  of  Onondaga.  The 
two  last .  mentioned  places,  Homer  and 
Sinitlifield,  seem  to  demand  special  notice,* 
as  being  more  highly  faVored,  at  the  present 
time,  than  any  other  congregation  within 
the  bounds  of  the  Synod.  On  the  whole,' 
the  Synod  in  contemplating  the  state  ef 
their  cliurches,  find  great  cause  of  praise  to 
Him  who  has  thus  far  succeeded  their  etiurts 
in  this  blessed  and  glorious  cause.  While 
they  would  humble  themselves  deeply,  they 
would  also,  from  tlie  smiles  of  Jehovah, 
ilerive  incentives  to  renewed  and  more  vig¬ 
orous  exertions.  From  the  progress  of  di¬ 
vine  truth,  and  the  displays  of  saving  pow¬ 
er,  they  cannot  but  indulge  the  aiiticrpation 
that  the  happy  period  is  not  far  distant, 
wlien  all  shall  know  the  Lord.  When  the 
righteoiraness  of  Jerusalem  shall  go  forth  as 
brightness,  and  the  salvation  thereof  as  m 
lamp  that  burneth. 
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
